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METHOD OF USE 

This is in response to "PETITION UNDER 37 CFR § 1 .137(B) TO REVIVE 
UNINTENTIONALLY ABANDONED APPLICATION" filed on 07 September 2000. 



On 20 March 1998, this international application was filed, which claimed an earliest 
priority date of 21 March 1997. A copy of the intentional application was transmitted on 01 
October 1998 to the USPTO from the International Bureau. 

A Demand was filed on 19 October 1998 for the above international application. 
Accordingly, the deadline for paying the basic national fee in the United States under 35 U.S. C. 
371 and 37 CFR 1.495 was 21 September 1999. This international application became abandoned 
with respect to the United States at midnight on 21 September 1999 for failure pay the basic 
national fee. 

On 07 September 2000, applicant filed in the United States Patent and Trademark Office
